WASHINGTON, Feb. 10— 
Paying Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles the highest trib- 
ute, President Eisenhower said 
today he was sure that all 
clear-thinking men and women 
would pray for his speedy re- 
covery from his latest illness 
and his return to his office. 


The President, at his news 
conference, said it could not be 
predicted when Dulles would 
recover from his forthcoming 
operation sufficiently to resume 
his duties. But he added there 


might be a benefit in that the |

cence with other chores put 
aside, could think about the 
main problems of American 
foreign policy. 

Had Urged Him to Rest. 


Of Dulles, who entered Wal- 
ter Reed Hospital today for a 
hernia operation, the President 
said he was the most valuable 
man in foreign affairs he had 
ever known. For some time. 
the President added, he had 
been trving to persuade the 
Secretary that he should take 
time off to recover from fa- 
tigue and the effect of a recent 
attack of inflammation of the 
eolon, 

‘While he was disappointed 
that Dulles had to leave at this 
time, the President added he 
was very pleased that the Cab- 
inet officer had recognized the 
need to make a full recovery. 
His performance over the last 
six years was remarkable, the 
President said, and it was 
amazing that he had not had to 
take a long interval for rest. 
--Asked later whether, in view 
of the Secretary's hospitaliza- 
tien. he would have to give 
more time to foreign policy, the 


President replied that he did)

At least eight persons 
were killed in the building, po- 
lice Said this afternoon, revis- 
ing their morning report that 
12 had died. 

Emergency flood lights illu- 
minated the mass of rubble 
that had been a three-story 
brick and frame house. The 
peaked roof, crazily canted 
with one edge in Whittier, had 
provided the walls for the 
third-floor attic rooms. 

A fireman emer@ed into the 
giare and wearily shook his 
head. 

“We don't believe anybody is 
left in there, but we can't take 


‘it for granted,” he said. “There 


were supposed to be only 13 


living here, to begin with.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10 
—A bill to clear the way for a 
vote in St. Louis on increasing 
the city’s earnings tax was 
passed by the Senate today b) 

a vote of 22 to 10. 

It now goes to the House. 

The measure, which is sup- 
ported by the St. Louis admin- 
istration, would raise the per- 
missible state ceiling on the 
tax from one-half of 1 per 
cent to 1 per cent. It would 


‘allow the Board of Aldermen 
| to submit to city voters a char- 


ter amendment to increase the 
tax, which now is one-half of 


|1 per cent. 


The present tax brings in 
about $10,000,000 a year, but 
the city government faces a 
deficit of about $2,500,000 for 
the fiscal year ending in March. 

The city administration has 
not said how much of an in- 
crease would be sought if the 
enabling act were passed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10— 
President Eisenhower said to- 
day that federal agencies had | 
been alerted to give every pos- 
sible assistance to St. Louis 
officials in the tornado dis- 
aster. 


The President reported brief- 
ly on the matter at the start of 
his press conference, assuring 
reporters that federal disaster 
experts were on the job. 


Mr. Eisenhower said St. Louis 
hospitals at the moment were | 
apparently able to care for the 
injured. There seemed to be 
no danger, he added, that the 
matter could not be handled 
locally “with support money- 
wise and facilitywise” from 
the Federal] Government. 

Leo A. Hoegh, administrator 
of the office of civil and de- 
fense mobilization, already had 
one of his men on the job in 
St. Louis, and other disaster 
experts were on their way 
there, the President said. 

He observed that the matter 
was being handled as well as 
such a sad situation could be 
handled. 

A spokesman for the OCDM 
said Frank Starr, director of 
the region that includes St. 
Louis, happened to be in 
Springfield, Mo., yesterday and 
had been dispatched this morn-

A tornado struck St. Louis earlv today, killing at 
least 19 persons and injuring almost 300 others. Hundreds 


of buildings were destroyed or severely damaged 
The death toll is expected to increase as rescue 
workers continued digging in the ruins of homes de- 
molished by the worst storm to hit St. Louis in 32 vears.

U.S. Reports Tell of Increase Over De-

Strong winds and a thunder- | 
storm acgom panied the tor- 
nado, breaking off tree limbs 
and branches and scattering 
unanchored objects throughout 
the St. Louis area. 

Many Areas Flooded. 

Heavy rains fell last night 
and early today, flooding many 
areas and causing severe dam- 
age, particularly in sections of 
the county. Almost three inches 
of rain fell during the night. 

Laclede Gas Co. reported its 
crews cut off gas service in 
all areas where dangerous gas 
leaks had developed. Electric 
power was also shut off in 
some sections as an emergency 
measure. 

The wind and rain caused 
disruption of some electrical 
power, darkening street lights 

in many parts of the city and 
making electric traffic signals 
inoperative 

A Union Electric Co. spokes- 
man said an estimated 50,000 
customers were without elec- 
tric service in the city and 
county. He said about 80 pri- 
mary wires were knocked 
down. 

Service was expected to be 
restored in most areas. by 
dark, and completely restored 
by midnight. 

About 800 electric company 
employes were dispatched to 
the trouble areas. The spokes- 
man said all substations in the 
heavy damaged areas were put 
out of service for an hour or 
two until the live wires could 
be picked up. He said a few 
“hot” wires remain down in the 
area and warned the public 
atainst touching any fallen 
wires.

No Ties to Advertising. 

Dr. Kautz explained that | 
the council's appraisal has had | 
nothing to do with advertising | 
since the A.M.A. discontinued | 
its “seal” or “acceptance” pro- 
gcam in 1955. The A.M.A. 
does, however, scrutinize ads 
submitted for its own publica- 
tions. 

“I think the housecleaning is 
going to have to come within 
the industry itself,” Dr. Kautz 
said. “If they don't find a 
way, they are not going to be 
an industry with the kind of 
freedom they have enjoyed.) 
They have to do something.” 

As new drugs come on the 
market, the council gathers 
data from all available sources. | 


It does not attempt to do its | 
own research or testing, but | 
gets the opinion of outside ex- | 
perts, traditionally men of the | 
hishest reputation. | 

When the evaluation has | 
been made, the Council on 
Drugs publishes its findings, 
first in the columns of the | 
weekly A.M.A. Journal and 
then again in a volume, “New 
and Non-official Drugs,” that 
comes out once a year. 

Medical critics accuse the 
A.M.A. of dragging its feet and 
of “watering down” comments 
for fear of lawsuits. Neverthe- | 
less, what the Council does Say | 
about a drug is regarded As | 
authoritative, and the Council’s 
committees in various fields 
are conceded to be composed 
of excellent men. 


Likely Root of Trouble. | 


Dr. Kautz, when asked whe- | 
ther the A.M.A. could move) 
faster to get the facts out, 
suggested that perhaps the 
trouble was not so much that 
doctors did not receive authen- 
tic information soon enough as 
that they often were too busy 
to read what did come out 

“We can lead him to the 
trough, but we can't make him 
drink,” he said of the harassed 
physician.

The Error in Merger 

One argument employed by Freeholders 
favoring merger holds that permitting St. 
Louis to annex the county is an “ideal” solu- 
tion because in one swoop it would eliminate 
the crazy-quilt of municipalities west of 
Skinker while solving metropolitan problems 
without creating “another layer of govern- 
ment.” 

Aware that all the weight of the evidence 
points to a disastrous defeat at the polls in 
the county of any such plan, this school .goes 
on to declare that the question of voter ac- 
ceptability is irrelevant. In its view the 
Freeholders duty is to submit the “best” 
plan and let it go at that. 

We think this argument is unsound and 
riddled with error. First, merger is unnec- 
essary to solution of those problems that have 
been demonstrated by the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey to be metropolitan in character. 
Merger goes much farther than is required. 
To solve such indisputably area-wide prob- 
lems as traffic and transit, merger also would 
tackle a whole host of purely local matters in- 
volved in raising municipal services in the 
county to the same level as in the city. These 
are purely local problems, not metropolitan 
ones. 

Second, merger would clearly be more 
expensive than a metropolitan district of lim- 
ited powers. For the enlarged City of St. 
Louis would have to provide a whole range 
of new or improved municipal services 
throughout the county. This gigantic task 
would be far greater than the limited assign- 
ment of a metropolitan district, and conse- 
quently far more costly. Those who attack 
the district because it would cost something 
ignore the fact that merger would cost more. 

Third, merger also would involve the 
school districts in a radical change that most 
county school administrators oppose as unde- 
sirable. No school administrator has recom- 
mended annexation of the county’s 29 dis- 
tricts by the St. Louis district with its pol- 
itics-ridden board. 

On the other hand, a metropolitan district 
of limited powers would suffer none of these 
crippling disabilities. Not only is a district 
clearly the likeliest method to win voter ap- 
proval but at present it is the best way to 
proceed. It will do what has to be done, 
which is to provide a simple means by which 
city and county can jointly manage such 
metropolitan functions as transit, traffic, 
sewers and the like. Yet it will leave local 
government in local hands, which at the mo- 
ment is clearly the will of the people. 

More than that, it will permn metropolitan 
government to feel its way; to solve the area’s 
physical problems a stage at a time, and to 
provide an experience on which to build as 
other needs arise. It will permit Metro to 
start at a manageable size and grow without 
overwhelming suddenness. 

Given the attractive opportunities offered 
by the limited-district approach, it would be 
tragic if the Freeholders were to persist in 
an ill-considered merger scheme that is sec- 
ond best and unacceptable in St. Louis county, 
if not in the city as well. 


More Red in Iraq’s Picture 


Iraq is going the way of Czechoslovakia, 
and Maj. Gen. Abdel Karim Kassem is playing 


the unhappy role of the late Eduard Benes. - 


So reports George Weller, an experienced cor- 
respondent, after several weeks in the country 
and after the weekend dismissal of six cabinet 
members and the appointment of eight new 
ministers. Parallels are easily seen. 

Kassem depends on the army, and the army 
is dominated by Communists. So he has been 
forced to make concession after concession. 
The press now is under a tight Communist 
censorship. Blanket recognition has been 
granted to 13 Communist states. The recently 
legalized trade unions have been put under a 
pro-Communist minister and opened to Com- 
munist organizers. Soviet aid in economic 
development has been accepted “on a vast 
scale.” And the distance between Abdel Nas- 
ser, still not a Russian catspaw, and Baghdad 
has widened even though Iraq was regarded 
as ready to join Nasser’s United Arab Re- 
public. 

These developments were strenuously re- 
sisted by men around Kassem. But just about 
all of these now are gone. The weekend dis- 
missals took virtually all moderates and right- 
ists out of the government. According to 
Weller, Kassem’s only reliable supporter is 
the ailing finance minister. And from Damas- 
cus in Syria come reports that the reshaped 
cabinet has ordered the arrest of anti-Commu- 
nist, tribal and nationalist leaders. 

The pattern seems to duplicate the infiltra- 
tion of Prague—and does so in spite of the 
Eisenhower Doctrine, which was supposed to 
halt Red influence in the Middle East. Could 
there be any stronger demonstration that po- 
litical revolution cannot be stopped with pure- 
ly military defense?

Trading on the White House 


Two facts are clear about the latest dis- 
closure of the use of White House influence 
in dealing with an independent regulatory 
agency—the intervention of Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty at the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission. 

First, an urgent interest in the FCC’s 1957 
order to change the Albany-Troy-Schenectady 
area into ultra-high-frequency was its possible 
political effect. William J. Embler, research 
consultant to the New York Legislature’s Re- 
publican majority, said the Democrats were 
making political propaganda locally of the 
order. He said that if 120,000 people had to 
change their TV sets, they might “blame the 
Eisenhower Administration.” Hagerty en- 
closed the Embler letter, setting this out, with 
his own letter to the FCC. 

Second, the purpose of Embler in writing to 
Press Secretary Hagerty was to get extra spe- 
cial help. He said frankly: “Jim (Hagerty) is 
a person I know in Washington. If I wrote to 
the FCC, I don’t know anybody there, and it 
would be just another letter received.” 

In short, Embler made a partisan appeal to 
Hagerty because he wanted the White House 
influence on his side in an effort to get the 
FCC order rescinded. He wanted the FCC 
“to take into consideration” the fact that the 
White House knew of the opposition to the 
FCC’s ruling. Thus the purpose of the appeal 
to Hagerty was to get help that an average 
citizen could not get at the FCC. 

Hagerty is not cleared by the fact that the 
ruling was handed down before he wrote his 
letter. For as he himself admitted later, the 
ruling was reversed several weeks after he 
wrote to the FCC. 

On the basis of what is known, this is not 
an offense equal to that of ‘Sherman Adams. 
Hagerty did not do as much as Adams did for 
Bernard Goldfine and there is no suggestion 
that he took expensive gifts and made a prac- 
tice of accepting hospitality as Adams did. 

But the differences do not make Hagerty’s 
conduct proper. The similarities—primarily 
the trading on the White House prestige and 
its power to hire and fire—make his conduct 
improper. 


Good Chance for a Selution 


The finding of the cockpit of the airliner 
which plunged into the East River off New 
York’s La Guardia Airport last Monday night 
in fog is a bit of good fortune. It should 
now be possible to find if the altimeters 
were by any chance at fault. 

Several reasons have been advanced for the 
crash which was the first of an Electra turbo- 
prop airliner, a plane which uses its jet ex- 
haust to turn a turbine wheel connected to 
the four propellers. The Electra had been put 
into service by American Airlines only three 
weeks ago. 

One point at issue is whether additional 
safety devices at La Guardia might have saved 
the craft. The runway, No. 22, had a radio 
beam that lined the plane up laterally. It 
lacked a glide path beam to give altitude. 
Such a device, which had been on Runway 4 


“for yeats, would cost about $200,000. 


But there also are other possibilties that 
might have caused the plane to fall short of 
the runway. If the flight engineer and the co- 
pilot, who were among the eight survivors, re- 
cover from their serious injuries, they may 
throw light on what happened just before the 
crash. They might, for instance, have some- 
thing to say about a sudden down-draft which 
another airliner experienced in the area at 
the time the Electra was trying to land. 


This accident is similar to one which oc- 
curred last April at Midland, Mich., where 47 
persons died as a Viscount turbo-prop airliner 
undershot its runway by a half mile. There 
were no survivors and the wreckage burned. 
Investigators are still trying to solve that 
crash. The crash of the Electra, with all the 
clues that now appear at hand, should be far 
easier to fathom. Every solution makes avia- 
tion that much safer. 


Mindszenty After 10 Years 


Ten years have passed since Cardinal 
Mindszenty, Roman Catholic primate of Hun- 
gary, was sentenced to prison after a travesty 
of a trial at the hands of the Communists in 
Budapest. If the decade has gone fast for the 
world, the years must have dragged out for 
the imprisoned churchman. Much of the time 
his precise whereabouts and condition were 
unknown, even to members of his family. 
Then at length came the Hungarian uprising 
in 1956 and his release after seven years of 
incarceration. But Soviet tanks crushed out 
the rebellion, as well as the lives of hundreds 
of brave Hungarians, and the Cardinal took 
refuge in the United States legation in Buda- 
pest. There he is today. The solution is far 
from ideal but it is better than none—and a 
condemnation of the tyranny and repression 
that men live by in Communist Hungary.

Within the last few months, 
Brandt’s character has suddenly be- 
come a matter of acute interest to 
Americans. ‘He will be in Spring- 
field, Ill, Feb. 12 to take part in 
Lincoln day ceremonies.—Ed.) The 
main pressure of the current Rus- 
sian campaign to force the Allied 
troops out of Berlin and to absorb 
that city into Communist East Ger- 
many focuses largely on him. If he 
should waver, Berlin might be lost. 
If he should panic, a single rash 
move might touch off a shooting war. 


Fortunately for us—and for all Eu- 
rope—Brafdt is not a man likely 
either to waver or to panic. Indeed, 
his record is notable for his ability 
to think coolly and act firmly in mo- 
ments of crisis. And no political 
leader anywhere can show a better 
record for steadiness, shrewdness, 
and determination in the face of So- 
viet pressures. 

It is in his capacity as a party 
leader that Brandt’s future lies. As 
Mayor of our beleaguered fortress in 
the East, he can no doubt gain pres- 
tige throughout Germany and the 
Western World. But as the leading 
Social Democrat in Germany’s lead- 
ing Social Democratic city, he will 
have a weighty say in the ailing par- 
ty’s councils—and Willy has plenty 
to say.

THE ATOM AND THE ENERGY 
REVOLUTION, by Norman Lansdell. 
(Philosophical Library, 200 pgs., $6.) 


This smal] book attempts to cover 
a large subject, the use of atomic 
energy as a practical means of ob- 
taining industrial power. Almost 
every facet of the subject is touched 
upon, Dwindling world resources in 
natural fuels and the simultaneous 
rapid increase in energy demands 
combine to present a decided incen- 
tive for the discovery or develop- 
ment of other means of energy.

PLAYS IMPECCABLY 


Carefully Thought Out 
Performance at Sheldon 
Auditorium.

I arrived last night at the 


| Sheldon Auditorium, a sodden 


mess, fully determined to re- 
sist the charms of the Paganini 
With the opening 
measure of Mendelssohn's D 
Major. Quartet, however, my 
resolution crumbled, as I was 
borne away on a torrent of im- 
peccable ensemble playing. 
Seldom have I been priv- 
ileged to hear such carefully 


thought out and such deftly 
| projected performances. From 


first to last, the impulse of 
music making never faltered. 
Whether in'the Mendelssohn, 
the Bartok Sixth Quartet or 


_ the Quartet in F of Ravel, the 


stvle was that of the compos- 
er, rather than the ensemble, 
and if I enjoyed the Mendels- 
sohn more fully than the other 
two, it was because the Ainion 
of ideas and medium seemed 
more conspicuously successful 
there than elsewhere. 

Before leaving the Mendels- 
sohn, | should like to cite the 
marvelously plastic realization 
of the slow movement, which 


was, indeed, so transparent 
that, had I possessed four

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Missouri Senate Gets Bill 


For State Fire Safety Board

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10 
~—A bill to set up a®state fire 
safety commission, with power 
to make and enforce regula- 
tions in all buildings, 
was introduced in the Senate 
today with the support of Gov. 
James T. Blair. 

The bill was introduced by 
Senator Albert M. Spradling, 
(Dem.) of Cape Girardeau, and 
four others, in the hope of 
preventing a fire in Missouri 
similar to the Chicago school 
fire last Dec. 2 that took the 
lives of 90 children and three 
acaults. 

It would provide for appoint- 
ment of a five-member, biparti- 
san board by the Governor, to 
consist of a registered engineer 
as chairman, a registered ar- 
chitect, a real estate man, one 
member with 
fire chief, and a representative 
of tire underwriters

THE HEART ATTACK I had 
just over a year ago is one of 
the best things that ever hap- 
pened to me. 


It came without warning, hit 
me hard and laid me low for 
three months. The first six 
weeks I was in a hospital. The 
first 11 days I was given oxy- 
gen 24 hours a day, and was 
not permitted to lift a finger, 
not even to feed or bathe my- 
self. Every morning I was stuck 
with a needle, to draw blood 
for testing. 


My main reaction to all of 
that, as I recall it, was to relax. 
I was blue, bored and bewil- 
dered, but managed to keep my 
mind and muscles loose. 

The first inkling of some- 
thing wrong was a dull pain in 
the chest—not in the heart 
area in particular but the 
chest in general. It happened 
at the office one cold morning 


had to open, and I am about 
to leave it at home and just 
forget about it. 

Being allergic to stairsteps 
does not mean that all exercise 
is out. I have heard all my 
life that walking is one of the 
best of all exercises; now I am 
proving that it is also quite 
enjoyable if done the right way. 
The right way for me is to take 
my walk on the spur of the mo- 
ment and to make it without 
particular aim, direction, des- 
tination, duration or purpose. 
Just get out and walk, begin- 
ning at Start and ending at 
Stop. 

My ll-year-old boy usually 
goes with me, and it is he who 
makes hard exercise of it, run- 
ning ahead and back and up and 
down the dirt banks along the 
sidewalks of Webster Groves, 
like a puppy. 

An old friend of mine, from 
war -in-the- Pacific days, now 
living in New York, had his 
coronary about four years ago. 
He gave me a welcome to the 
club, and a lot of good advice. 
One piece of it has stuck with 
me better than the rest. 

“Just look around you,” he 
said, ‘‘and see all the guys who 
haven't had theirs YET and

Elvis Presley Was Castro of Revolution in Popular Music But He Also Had Powerful Allies

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 10 (AP) 

HOW DID TEEN -AGERS 
take over the popular musie 
field? 

There can be no doubt that 
they did. The best-selling rec- 
ords in the nation are those 
favored by that age group called 
“"twixt twelve and twenty” by 
Pat Boone in his best-selling 
book. These twixters call the 
tune, and the adults grudgingly 
follow—or else divorce them- 
selves from pop music. 

This revolution in taste has 
taken place in the last two or 
three years. The Castro of the 
revolt was a side-burned guitar 
thumper named Elvis Presley. 
Riding the wave of publicity 
generously contributed by 
adults, he became the hero of 
youngsters who were seeking a 
form of expression. all their 
own. 

But one man doesn’t make 
an army, and Elvis had power- 
ful allies. Some veteran song 
writers claim the radio indus- 
try fostered rock ’n’ roll to 
avoid paying royalties’ to 
ASCAP for established tunes 
and songsmiths. This has been 
hotly denied 


Certainly the disc jockeys 

have had much to do with 
upsurge of the teen-age mu- 
sic industry. These record 
spinners range from the 
milkman’s matinee announcer 
of a 250-watter to Philadel- 
phia’s Dick Clark, high priest 
of pop music through his TV 
dance parties. Each wields 
power of varying degree over 
teen listeners. 
Observes a top record offi- 
cial: “Take a town like Los 
Angeles. There are 23 radio 
Stations and at least five disc 
jockeys at each station. Each 
one is trying to make a name 
‘or himself, and so they're 
looking for records that are 
new and different. Quality 
makes no difference 

“The teen-agers are like 
sheep: They'll follow whatever 
they hear. If they’re exposed 
long enough to bad music, 
that’s what they'll like.” 

Said another executive: “The 
kids clamor to have their 
favorite records played on the 


radio. Grown-ups don’t make 
as much noise, so they have to 
listen to the so-called music 


that the teen-agers request.” 

From the head of a big 
music store: “The easiest way 
to get a loval audience is to 
play to the teen-agers. So the 
jockeys build up a rating that 
way, hoping the adults will fol- 
low.” 

Al Jarvis is the Christopher 
Columbus: of disc jockeys, hav- 
ing discovered the art form 
with his “Make Believe Ball- 
room” here in 1932. He de- 
fends his fellow platter spin- 
ners thusly: 

“The jockey owes it to his 
employers ‘to try to get the 
best rating possible. The way 
to get it is to play what the 
teen-agers want to hear. They 
don't want ‘Nearer My God to 
Thee’ in E flat. Thev.want rock 
'n’ roll. 

“No, it isn't good music. But 
it fills a very deep need on the 


part of the voungsters. We 
have thrust upon them an age 
of uncertainty. They don't 


know what is going to happen 
to them—or the world—next. 
So they give vent to their emo- 
tions in this frantic music. You 


can't blame them. 

“When will their tastes In 
music get better? When we 
make this a better world for 


them to live in.”

Then he takes his record to 
a distributor in one or more of 
the major cities. If the distrib- 
utor thinks the record might 
sell, he takes it on.

If 
thev take a shine to it, they 
play it over and over on the 
air, and the teen-agers start 
asking for the number in the 
music stores. 

If this situation is repeated 
in city after city, the man who 
started with a shoestring can 
end up with a shoe store.
